The Dow Jones industrial average closed up 38.69 
at 3,272.81, passing the old record of 3,272.14 set a 
week ago. 

The Fed’s chief policymaking group, the Federal 
Open Market Committee, began two days of closed- 
door discussions to set targets for monetary growth 
this year and to map interest rate strategy for the 
next two months. 

Analysts said they believed the committee would 
give Greenspan the authority to cut rates further 
but Greenspan would not implement additional cuts 
until late March. 

If that view is correct, short-term rates probably 
will be unchanged for at least the next two months. 

Thirty-year, fixed-rate mortgages, which hit a 
19-year low of 8.23 percent in early June, have been 
rising in recent weeks and now stand at an average 
of 8.68 percent. 

Analysts said they looked for mortgage rates to 


fall again after a huge Treasury debt auction next 
week, especially if Congress does nothing to re- 
new fears that it plans to embark on a tax-cut 
bidding war with the White House, which would 
inflate the budget deficit and send inflation out of 
control. 

Greenspan refused to tip his hand about the 
timing of any Fed moves. He tried to assure 
lawmakers that the Fed was closely monitoring 
developments. 

“We expect that the amount of monetary ease 
in the pipeline is adequate to turn the economy 
onto the path of sustained recovery, but assess- 
ing the economic outlook at the present time is 
extraordinarily difficult,” he said. “We are, of 
course, continuing to evaluate whether some ad- 
ditional insurance in the way of further monetary 
ease would be appropriate.” 

Greenspan said he was not convinced the econ- 
omy needed any help from tax cuts such as those 
proposed last week by President Bush in his 
State of The Union and budget messages.

Family of refugees 
uses celebration 
as time of healing

More than one-quarter of the 
world’s population ushered in the Lu- 
nar New Year or “Tet” Tuesday. Tet, 
the most important and festive holi- 
day of the year for some, is as big as 
Christmas, Thanksgiving and the 
Fourth of July put together for those 
celebrating the Lunar New Year. 

For some local Vietnamese 
refugees, Tet brings with it bitter and 
sweet memories. 

Kim Dong, 68, a Vietnamese 
refugee who has lived in Orem for 
nine years, said he will be celebrating 
the “New Year of the Monkey” with 
his wife, children and grandchildren. 
Dong said he will be “tearfully reflect- 
ing upon the past and looking to the 
future with optimism and hope.” 

His wife, Lai, 67, said it will be hard 
to celebrate the holiday. “There is 
sadness with Tet because of all the 
death and destruction we’ve seen in 
the past, especially when the Viet 
Cong attacked central Vietnam.” 

During the “Tet Offensive” of 1968, 
the Dongs lost a son and two daugh- 
ters. The Viet Cong killed thousands 
of people in the central Vietnamese 
city of Hue, which was the cultural 
and educational center of the country. 

“We were shocked the communists 
would kill during the holiday, which 


was the only time that gave us peace 
during the war,” she said. 

In 1975, after the fall of Saigon to 
the communists, the Dongs fled war- 
torn Vietnam by boat. Like over 
300,000 Vietnamese, the Dongs es- 
caped in hopes of a better life. 

“We can celebrate the New Year 
because we are fortunate to be alive; 
over half of the people on our boat 
never made it, and cannot celebrate 
anything,” she said. 

Lai said Tet gives the Vietnamese 
an opportunity to remember, respect 
and honor the dead through tradi- 
tional ceremonies in the home.The 
Dongs, who are Buddhist, will “burn 
incense, offer prayers for ancestors 
and worship beneath the family altar 
—to pray for the spirits of the dead as 
well as the living,” she said. 

The Dong’s 33-year-old daughter, 
Nga, said the Lunar New Year gives 
her and her husband a chance to teach 
their three U.S.-born children about 
the traditions of Vietnam. “Although 
we are thousands of miles away from 
our motherland, we will remain Viet- 
namese and will celebrate our tradi- 
tions and culture as well as those we 
adopt in our new homeland,” she said. 

Nga said on New Year’s Day the 
older people wish the younger ones 
prosperity, happiness and peace by 
giving new money in tiny bright en- 
velopes. “My children especially love

was forced to resign after she threatened to 
divulge that Thiokol had profited from the ille- 
gal release of MX missile data belonging to the 
U.S. government. 

Company vice president and general counsel 
R. Robert Harris said Tuesday that Thiokol has 
cooperated with the government, turning over 
all relevant files, and conducted its own investi- 
gation. 

“Thiokol has not been informed by the gov- 
ernment of any adverse results from that inves- 
tigation,” Harris said in a prepared statement. 
Results of the internal investigation were not 
released. 


Court documents said the investigation was 
conducted by the Department of Defense Crim- 
inal Investigative Services, the Air Force Of- 
fice of Special Investigations and the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Peters’s lawsuit, filed last June, alleges the 
company Violated the Arms Export Control Act 
and then forced her to resign as security chief 
over the MX, or Peacekeeper, program when 
she tried to expose the alleged violations. 

Peters, a resident of Mobile, Ala., had asked 
the U.S. government to intervene in the case on 
her behalf. Court documents indicate the gov- 
ernment has declined, at this point, to get in- 


volved. 

The lawsuit alleges that Peters was security 
chief of the Peacekeeper program from Decem- 
ber 1980 to November 1988. 

Ogden-based Thiokol Inc. manufactures the 
first stage of the land-based intercontinental 
ballistic missile. 

In 1988, Peters alleges she became aware as 
part of her job that Thiokol was releasing Peace- 
keeper data to third parties in violation of fed- 
eral laws. The information is considered the 
property of the government, which must autho- 
rize its release and is the beneficiary of any 
profits. 


Japanese 
confused 


at outrage 
from U.S.

TOKYO — Japanese media and 
government officials, baffled by the 
latest wave of U.S. outrage directed 
at Japan, sought Tuesday to lay the 
blame on oversensitivity, inaccurate 
foreign reporting and misunderstand- 
ing. 

As they have done before in similar 
cases, Japanese officials spent the day 
disowning and downplaying criti- 
cisms of U.S. work practices made by 
politicians the day before. 

“U.S. Reaction Oversensitive To 
Prime Minister’s Remarks,” read the 
lead headline in the newspaper 
Sankei, reflecting the tone in many 
news reports. 

The media, which often shy from 
harsh criticism of the government, 
gave lengthy, uncritical coverage to 
Prime Minister Kiichi Miyazawa’s de- 
nial that he intended to disparage 
U.S. workers when he said in Parlia- 
ment Monday that Americans were 
losing their work ethic. 

“If using the word ‘ethic’ produced 
a misunderstanding, it is not what I 
really meant,” Miyazawa said in 
Tuesday’s session. 

The government’s top spokesman, 
Koichi Kato, strongly suggested that 
poor reporting by foreign news orga- 
nizations in Japan was to blame for 
the uproar. 

“The prime minister has not said a 
single word to the effect that Ameri- 
can workers lack a work ethic,” Kato 
said. 

In his controversial remarks before 
Parliament on Monday, Miyazawa 
said: “I have long thought that they 
(Americans) lack a work ethic ... to 
live by the sweat of their brow.” 

Nissan Motor Co., meanwhile, took 
a step Tuesday toward helping U.S. 
car parts companies expand their 
manufacturing reach. It held a semi- 
nar for executives from 50 American 
companies to explain Japan’s system 
for designing cars. 

The Japanese system includes 
parts makers in the design decisions 
rather than just give them specifica- 
tions for already decided parts, as is 
the case in the United States.

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Soldiers kill coup attempt in Venezuela 


CARACAS, Venezuela — Loyal soldiers repulsed an attack by rebel troops 
and tanks on the presidential palace Tuesday, crushing an attempt to over- 
throw one of Latin America’s most stable democracies. 

A newspaper reported that 14 people were killed in the early morning attack 
in Caracas. Government forces arrested 300 rebel soldiers as the rebellion 
against President Carlos Andres Perez quickly collapsed. 

By Tuesday afternoon, Defense Minister Fernando Ochoa said loyal troops 
had “completely suffocated” the rebels, who had earlier abducted one state 
governor and staged attacks in the western cities of Maracay, Valencia and 
Maracaibo. 

Ochoa told reporters at the government palace that four leaders of a rebel 
paratroop regiment were among those arrested, including Lt. Col. Hugo 
Chavez, who ina TV address urged fellow fighters to surrender “before more 
blood is shed.” - 

Sporadic gunfire broke out Tuesday afternoon near the palace, apparently 
from soldiers looking for snipers, said an AP photographer at the scene. 

The motives for the coup attempt were unclear, but it followed violent 
protests and labor unrest arising from a growing disparity between rich and 
poor in Venezuela. 

The government of this oil-rich nation has admitted that just 57 percent of 
Venezuelans are able to afford more than one meal a day. F 


Americans lack faith in Bush’s proposals 


NEW YORK — Three out of four Americans believe President Bush’s tax 
proposals would not make a significant change in their personal finances and 
just 38 percent say he deserves re-election, according to an Associated Press 
poll. 

Results of the poll highlight the considerable challenge facing Bush as he 
prepares to launch his campaign for a second term while under pressure to 
revitalize the recession-bound economy. 

Forty-eight percent said Bush does not deserve re-election to a second 
term. That view was shared by 21 percent of Republicans and 52 percent of 
independents, whose swing vote could prove crucial in deciding the outcome in 
November. Fifteen percent said they did not know or did not answer. 

Democrats were named by 41 percent of those polled as the party that would 
do the best job in dealing with the economy, while 38 percent said the nation’s 
economic problems would be safer in Republican hands. 


Space shuttle helps unearth ‘lost’ city 


LOS ANGELES — The lost city of Ubar, called “the Atlantis of the Sands” 
by Lawrence of Arabia, has been found in remote southern Oman using 
pictures taken from space shuttle Challenger, explorers said Tuesday. 

Expedition leaders Nicholas Clapp and George R. Hedges speculated the 
city may have been the earliest known shipping center for frankincense and 
possibly was the source of frankincense offered to Jesus by one of the wise 
men. 

Since excavation started Dec. 26, researchers have overcome sandstorms 
and deadly vipers to locate the city’s stone walls, remnants of its eight 
30-foot-tall towers, frankincense burners and much more, Clapp and Hedges 
said. 

Researchers found the city by tracing ancient desert roads detected in 
pictures taken from several spacecraft, including radar and optical cameras 
carried by Challenger in October 1984, said Ronald Blom, a geologist at 
NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory in Pasadena. 

“This is a significant and lasting legacy of the space shuttle Challenger, 
which supplied the first clues for our search,” Clapp said. 


Geneva employees worry about layoffs 


OREM, Utah — Telephones at the local United Steel Workers have been 
busy lately. Geneva Steel employees are worried they might be laid off after 
the company’s lackluster first quarter. 

Geneva announced Jan. 24 that it had lost $4.8 million during the first three 
months of the fiscal year, blaming the loss on transition costs and lower orders 
and prices for steel. “Everybody’s a little discouraged,” said Peter Kropf, 
president of Local 2701. 

Company officials say Geneva is willing to take short-term hits in modern- 
ization costs in order to be profitable in the long run. “You have to have a global 
perspective of the company’s long-term mission — to provide quality prod- 
ucts,” said Mitch Haws, director of corporate communications.

Yasser Arafat quietly married last year 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — PLO chairman Yasser Arafat, who long vowed he 
was married only to the Palestinian struggle, has taken a wife at age 62 — his 
28-year-old secretary, Palestinian sources said Tuesday. 

His bride, Suha Tawil, is a Palestinian Christian from Ramallah in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank, the sources said. She met Arafat in 1988. 

They were married in late November by a Muslim priest at Arafat’s resi- 
dence in Tunis, said the sources, who insisted on anonymity. Only a few friends 
and the bride’s mother, Palestinian activist and writer Raymonda Tawil, were 
present, they said. 

Arafat is a Sunni Muslim. His marriage to a much younger Christian was 
expected to draw criticism from the conservative Palestinian community, 
especially fundamentalists. 

Speaking by telephone from Tunis, the sources said Arafat and Ms. Tawil 
met when she was a student at the Sorbonne in France. She had traveled to 
Tunisia to visit her mother, a friend of Arafat who was working at the 
Palestinian news agency WAFA, they said.

Salt Lake City company 
fails to report activities 
with hazardous waste

The Christensen Boyles Corpora- 
tion (CBC) of Salt Lake City faces a 
proposed penalty for alleged misman- 
agement of hazardous waste, accord- 
ing to a U.S..Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency order filed Tuesday. 

The CBC faces fines amounting to 
$523,420 imposed by the EPA. 

The EPA issued a complaint and 
compliance order to CBC for violation 
of the Resource Conservation and Re- 
covery Act (RCRA) and associated 
regulations. 

During an EPA inspection on Sept. 
26, 1991 of CBC facilities, located at 
4446 W. 1730 South in Salt Lake City, 
evidence was gathered that alleges 
CBC generated, transported, 
treated, stored and disposed of haz- 
ardous waste. in violation of the Re- 
source Conservation and Recovery 
Act. 

One part of the act requires busi- 
nesses to report any hazardous waste 
activities they are involved in to the 
EPA. The CBC facility operated 
without submitting a notification to 
the EPA or the state of Utah of haz- 
ardous waste activities from January 
1987 through Oct. 6, 1991. 

However, on Oct. 7, 1991, the CBC 
did notify the Utah Department of 
Environmental Quality that it gener- 
ates hazardous waste at the facility 
and uses highways to transport haz-

Mountain View High School has 
proposed that the street be changed 
in order to alleviate the congested 
traffic on Center Street from student 
traffic at the school. 

Orem Mayor Stella Welsh said,

city funds in order to make the west 
accessway a right hand turn only.” 

Orem resident Yevon Romney, of 
172 S. 540 West, said, “We want it 
made clear to the city council that we 
do not at any time want 165 South 
turned into an access road to the high 
school parking lot.” 

Welsh interrupted the resident and 
in order to keep the tempers under 
control, she reminded them of the 
meeting with Alpine School District 
officials earlier in the afternoon. 

She said the school district was “not 
in favor of anything they had to pay 
for. As of this afternoon, nothing else 
on the proposal will go forward.” 

A traffic study conducted on the 
street found 2,800 vehicles used the 
road each day and if the proposal were 
to pass, it would add another 580 cars 
a day to the street, Romney said. An- 
other resident suggested that a sky- 
walk could be built to lesson traffic 
and make the stret safer for students. 

In other city business, the city 
council committed to donate $1,000 to 
the debate squad at Orem High 
School. 

The 26 students on the debate 
squad are seeking funds from individ- 
uals and businesses in the community 

in order to attend a national debate 
tournament in Berkeley, Calif. 

Council member Kelvin Clayton 
said the money will come from the 
city’s snow removal fund, which has 
surplus funds because of the low snow 
fall this year.

Stan Zawistowski, EPA environ- 
mental scientist and lead inspector of 
the CBC facility, said they found 
drums that contained “unknown” liq- 
uid waste’ in three outside yards at 
the plant. The CBC provided sample 
data to the EPA that indicated the 
“unknown” liquids were toxic and ig- 
nitable, and described them as haz- 
ardous waste. 

Another alleged violation against 
the CBC is the failure to comply with 
hazardous waste transporter require- 
ments. The EPA inspection in Sep- 
tember determined that containers of 
“unknown” waste had been trans- 
ported frem-off-site locations to be 
stored at the facility. 

The other allegations were the 
storage and treatment of hazardous 
waste without a permit and the fail- 
ure to comply with operator stan- 
dards for a hazardous waste treat- 
ment, storage and disposal facility. 

The EPA did not receive any infor- 
mation from the CBC indicating that 
wastes generated and stored on-site 
were hazardous waste until Novem- 
ber and December of 1991. 

“CBC was extremely cooperative 
after the inspection,” Zawistowski 
said. “They acknowledged the prob- 
lem and took appropriate steps to cor- 
rect it.” Zawistowski said the com- 
pany mentioned they were unable to 
keep track of all the waste brought 
into the facility.

Independent SAC 
would benefit BYU 


The BYUSA presidential primary elec- 
tions will take place on Thursday, and proba- 
bly only about 15 percent of the student body 
will vote. The reason for this disinterest is 
because, to most students, it doesn’t matter 
which of the candidates become BYUSA 
president. BYUSA will continue to be a ser- 
vice organization, not an organization that 
intends to represent the students. 

Year after year the presidential candidates 
themselves emphasize the service oriented 
nature of BY USA in their speeches and deny 
that BYUSA is a student government. How- 
ever, this year there is some debate on the 
role of BYUSA. But nonetheless, if BYUSA 
were to become a representative body, its 
mission and structure would have to undergo 
a total make-over. BYUSA’s accomplish- 
ments in service programs are considerable, 
but there is a need for a reputable body of 
students to represent student concerns be- 
fore the administration. BYUSA does not 
and should not fill this need. The reason 
BYUSA does not represent the students is 
twofold: First, the BYUSA president is not 
elected to represent the students, but rather 
to head a service organization. General elec- 
tions shouldn’t be needed to choose the 
BYUSA president. It would be more appro- 
priate to have BY USA choose its own presi- 
dent like every other club on campus. 

Second, those involved with BY USA typ- 
ify only a small part of the BYU student 
body. If all BYU students used Franklin 
planners, bore testimony of- knee-length

shorts and felt that Dr. Seuss stories were 
suitable for orienting new students to BYU, 
then BYUSA might be considered to be an 
accurate representation of BYU students as 
awhole. Thereis, however, an organization 
that can legitimately be called a student rep- 
resentative body — The Student Advisory 
Council. Unlike BY USA, SAC’s express pur- 
pose is to represent the students before the 
administration and to act as an information 
gathering and consultative body for student 
concerns. Currently, SAC answers to the 
BY USA president. However, SAC should be 
made independent of BY USA — not only to 
avoid looking like a puppet of Student Life, 
but also to clear some of the bureaucratic 
impediments between the University Presi- 
dent’s Council and the student body. SAC 
doesn’t need to be given legislative powers, 
just the opportunity to let the students voice 
concerns to BY U’s policy makers. 

And instead of having a university-wide 
election for BYUSA president, BYU should 
have a general election for the chair of SAC. 
In this way there would be an elected body 
with an elected leader that could devote their 
attention solely to students issues and con- 
cerns, and BYU could save its breath on se- 
lecting and electing BY USA presidents that 
don’t represent the students anyway.

In response to Jeff Graham’s letter to the 
editor on Malcolm X (spelled with two I’s, 
not one as Graham and The Daily Universe 
editors would have you believe), we want to 
dispel the ugly misconceptions Graham per- 
petuated about Malcolm X. 

First, and perhaps most dangerous, Gra- 
ham created a false dichotomy between 
blacks and whites (which he later extended 
to Malcolm X and Martin Luther King Jr.) 
by stating that “It was great to see whites 
and blacks dancing together, laughing to- 
gether, and more impor- 
tantly, enjoying each 
other’s company.” Our 
logical fallacy flags go up 
at this: hasty generaliza- 
tion. Graham reduces 
Black Awareness Week 
and its activities to a 
trivial party between 
two completely opposite 
colors, denying the pos- 
sibility that many in at- S 
tendance were neither rece 
black nor white and ShaunaLee Eddy 
were celebrating diversity, not integration. 

Since Graham defines himself as a “be- 
liever in integration,” we need to examine 
what it means to believe in integration. 
“What we arrive at is that ’integration,’ so- 
cially, is no good for either side. 
‘Integration,’ ultimately, would destroy the 
white race ... and destroy the black race” 
(Maleolm X 276). 


RESPONSE 


Hopefully, this is not what Graham in- 
tended to support. We believe it’s okay to 
destroy the false boundaries between differ- 
ent people, but it is not okay to destroy that 
which makes us who we are. The integration 
Malcolm X was against insisted that all 
Americans become white, Anglo-Saxon, 
Protestant Americans. 

The dichotomy Graham creates between 
Malcolm X and Martin Luther King Jr. sug- 
gests that two people cannot approach the 
same problem from different angles and still 
agree on the goal; that two people cannot 
have some differences and still be friends. In 
a 1989 Rolling Stone interview with Malcolm 
X’s daughter, Atallah Shabazz, and Martin 
Luther King Jr.’s, daughter, Yolanda King, 
Atallah dispels this belief, “For me it’s like 
the shape of the letter Y. Two supposedly 
opposing paths meet and become one. When 
our fathers died, they were approaching 
that fork. Yolanda and I closed the gap and 
became the stem. This is not to overlook the 
very real differences in their approaches. 
But I believe you can hold onto all that you 
are and still walk down the same path” (124). 


‘X’ hats make a statement 


Inour Mormon culture, which claims to em- 
brace this belief, it’s frightening and frus- 
trating to see how far we are from that real- 
ity. In addition, Graham quoted from a book 
he said was “Alex Haley’s book on Malcolm 
X.” However, this book is not or Malcolm X, 
it is by (transcriptions from tapes) Malcolm 
X. This, among the other misunderstand- 
ings of Malcolm X in Graham’s letter, sug- 
gests he has never read the book he so freely 
quotes from. As Atallah says, “My father is 
often misinterpreted. But I will never put 
myself in a position of defending him. I just 
say to those audiences, “He is who he is, and 
if you have any problems with that, I’ll di- 
rect you to the source so you can get a fuller 
vision of the man. The fullness of Malcolm is 
documented. Read your history, then we 
can work together to eliminate the chip on 
your shoulder” (123). ; 

In the same interview with Rolling Stone, 
Atallah and Yolanda talk about public mis- 
perceptions of their fathers. Yolanda says, 
“with my father, everyone wants to stop 
with 1963 and ’I have a dream.’ They don’t 
deal with my father’s last years, when he 
leveled very harsh but accurate criticisms of 
our country. He talked about how violent we 
are, how materialistic, how we must stop 
counting profits before people. Right before 
he died, he was talking to poor whites in 
Appalachia, he was talking about mass civil 
disobedience of the have-nots. Nonviolent, 
of course. That’s what killed him. People 
can’t deal with that. They want Martin 
Luther King Jr. to be about blacks and 
whites holding hands into the sunset” (123). 

If Graham had read, listened to, or even 
heard of Civil Rights’ history (which he obvi- 
ously hasn’t since he claims to have the 
“known fact[s]” on “Malcom” and yet is so far 
from any truth), then perhaps he would have 
read or heard of the following quote from 
Malcolm X: “Anyway, now, each day I live 
as if lam already dead, and I tell you what I 
would like for you to do. When lam dead... I 
want you to just watch and see if I’m not 
right in what I say: that the white man, in his 
press, is going to identify me with ‘hate”’ 
(381). Obviously, Malcolm X is still disclos- 
ing the painful truth. Ossie Davis, in tribute 
to Malcolm X, says, “No one who knew him 
before and after his trip to Mecca could 
doubt that he had completely abandoned 
racism, separatism and hatred. But he had 
not abandoned his shock-effect statements, 
his bristling agitation for immediate free- 
dom in this country not only for blacks, but 
for everybody” (459). Maleolm X and King 
are not so different after all. 

Thus, Jeff, the Malcolm X hats are both: 
fashion (promoting Spike Lee’s upcoming 
documentary, Malcolm X) and statement.

The impact of the railroad could be 
felt in many small towns in Utah, in- 
cluding Orem, which was christened 
after Walter C. Orem, a partner in 
the Salt Lake and Utah Electric Rail- 
road. 

Helper, Utah was named after 
“helper engines,”extra engines that 
were attached to aid trains over steep 
mountain crossings. 

In addition,the transcontinental 
railroad transformed the economy of 
Utah, opening up new markets. 

Mortensen said Brigham Young 
foresaw the need of the railway and 
was very much in favor of it, even 
though he was disappointed when 
Union Pacific chose a Northern route 
through Ogden, bypassing Salt Lake 
City. 

Nevertheless, Brigham Young 
said,“Pass where it will, we cannot 
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fail to be benefited by it.” 

Brigham Young soon won a con- 
tract to build a “spur” line from Ogden 
to Salt Lake City, giving industries 
access to main railroad lines and more 
lucrative markets. “Spur” lines were 
used to transport a variety of com- 
mercial goods, including lumber, 
grain, coal, and sugar beets. 

Leonard J. Arrington, professor 
emeriti of history, said the railroad 
created a mining boom in Utah. 

“The railroad made it economical to 
work the mines in the canyons east 
and west of Salt Lake and in Utah 
county,” Arrington said. Miners ex- 
tracted gold, silver, lead, and zinc 
from the surrounding mountains. 

“The railroad should. be remem- 
bered as an enormous contributor to 


the development of the re- 
gion,” Arrington said. ; 

The completion of the railway re- 
quired significant resources, skilled 
surveyors and a large gangs of man- 
ual laborers. 

Crooks said he considers the 
transcontinental railroad the greatest 
engineering feat of the nineteenth 
century. 

Mortensen said,“Tunnels were 
chiseled out by hand and the dirt was 
taken out in wheelbarrows and 
dumped. In hard rock, workers man- 
aged only 8 inches a day.” 

But workers made good time when 
the two railroads challenged each 
other to see who could do the most 
work in one days time, Mortensen 
said. “In one 15 hour day, the Central 
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Pacific laid 10 miles of track,” 

“At the time it was considered a 
real good job to do one mile in a day, 
maybe one and a half with ideal condi- 
tions,”she said. However, a lot of that 
section of track had to be replaced 
because lighter materials had been 
used. 

Workers also built 28 miles of track 
on stilts over the murky waters of the 
Great Salt Lake, creating a short cut 
that saved 44 miles. 

The speedy completion of the rail- 
way can be partially attributed to 
Chinese laborers, Crooks said. 

“IT seriously doubt the Central 


Pacific could have made it through the 
Sierra Nevadas in such a timely man- 
ner without the ingenuity and capa- 
bility of the Chinese,”he said. 

Although rail travel has decreased 
substantially in the later half of the 
twentieth century, Crooks said rail- 
roads are still vital. “Were going to 
need our railroads,”he said.“I see a 
dawning emphasis placed on rail 
travel.” 

Crooks said it is hard to overesti- 
mate the amount of support the rail- 
road provides and few people realize 
the important support it gave during 
Operation Desert Storm.

Hard work and a good attitude are 
essential ingredients to Brent Tur- 
ley’s success on the baseball field and 
in life. Turley, 23, is ajunior from Los 
Angeles and will be BYU’s starting 
second baseman this season. 

“Attitude determines altitude,” 
Turley said, meaning a good attitude 
in whatever you do will bring about 
positive results. 

“My work ethic is tough. I put ina 
lot of hours in my hitting and my field- 
ing,” Turley said.

“He kind of took me under his 
wings,” said David Fife, a backup sec- 
ond baseman on BYU’s baseball 
team. 

Turley’s leadership ability was 
made apparent last year when he led 
BYU to their first Riverside Tourna- 
ment victory in the 22 years BY U has 
played in the tournament. 

Turley got the game-winning RBI 
in one game, an insurance run in an- 
other game, was a part of all three 
runs in BY U’s 3-0 championship game 
and made the all-tournament team. 

Turley considers the Riverside 
Tournament the turning point in his 
college baseball career. 

With his success in the tournament 
he went from a part-time player to 
finishing out the season as a starter. 


Another turning point in Turley’s 
life came when a friend died around 
the time Turley was the bullpen 
catcher for the baseball teams in the 
1984 Olympics. 

Turley said he and his friend who 
died had always dreamed together of 
making it to the major leagues. 

The combination of the two events 
helped Turley decide to return to 
baseball in high school. He had tem- 
porarily lost interest in baseball, and 
tried to make their dream come alive. 

Interestingly, Turley said another 
good friend of his died just before his 
success in last year’s Riverside Tour- 
nament. 

Turley said every time he steps on 
the baseball field he thinks of his two 
friends and what good people they 
were. 

Turley said baseball has taught him 
several things about life. He said he 
has learned to work with and get 
along with different people. 

Baseball has taught Turley how to 
work hard and be disciplined. 

“T know there is someone out there 
that is better, so I just work that 
much harder to beat them out,” Tur- 
ley said.

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Tyson trial

INDIANAPOLIS — Prosecutors 
rested their case Tuesday against 
Mike Tyson after his accuser’s 
mother tearfully described how her 
happy-go-lucky daughter became a 
frightened child in the weeks after 
the alleged rape. 

“She sees his face, and she’s 
scared. She’s reliving this nightmare 
over and over,” her mother said, her 
voice cracking and tears flowing. 

The mother’s testimony capped a 
morning of legal setbacks for the de- 
fense. Judge Patricia J. Gifford re- 
fused to allow the jury to hear three 
surprise defense witnesses and per- 
mitted the prosecution to play parts 
of a tape of Tyson’s accuser talking to 
a 911 operator. 

Prosecutors completed their case 
against the former boxing champion 
after calling 20 witnesses. 

Tyson, 25, is accused of raping the 
18-year-old Miss Black America con- 
testant after inviting her to his hotel

room July 19 during the pageant. 

The former heavyweight cham- 
pion says the woman consented to 
sex. He could get up to 63 years in 
prison if convicted. 

The court released a partial tran- 
script of the woman’s 911 call to 
report the alleged rape. 

The woman testified last week 
she met Tyson at a pageant re- 
hearsal on July 18 and that he 
called her from his limousine in the 
pre-dawn hours of July 19, insist- 
ing she go out and talk with him. 

She said she accompanied him to 
his hotel suite because she thought 
they were going to pick up some- 
one. 

The woman said they had no 
physical contact in the car after 
Tyson gave her a brief kiss when 
she climbed in. 

Defense attorney F. Lane Heard 
III said three witnesses who came 
forward Thursday claimed the pair 
“were all over one another” when 
the limo pulled up to Tyson’s hotel.

Olympic sites may change

COURCHEVEL, France — IOC 


President Juan Antonio Samaranch 


raised the possibility Tuesday of stag- 


ing future Winter Olympic Games in 
more than one country. 

In a speech opening the 98th ses- 
sion of the International Olympic 
Committee, Samaranch cited the ex- 
ample of the upcoming Winter Games 
in Albertville, the first spread 
throughout an entire region. 

“We are envisaging the possibility 
of holding these future Games in sey- 
eral regions or even in more than one 
country — but with one city given 
overall responsibility for the project,” 
he said. 

“This would help to lighten the bur- 
den of organizing events requiring 
very heavy infrastructures in difficult 
climatic and geological conditions.” 

The Albertville organizers had 
opened up “new possibilities” by stag- 
ing the Games over an area covering 
13 sites and 650 square miles, Sam- 


ranch said. 

“In choosing the Savoy town and 
the whole Tarentaise valley behind it, 
the IOC knew what it was letting it- 
self — and the organizers — in for,” 
he said. “After entrusting the organi- 
zation of the Games to major cities 
like Sarajevo (1984) and Calgary 
(1989), it was time to try a return to 
the very heart of nature.” 

There is a provision for sharing of 
the Winter Games in the Olympic 
Charter. It states: 

“When for geographical or topo- 
graphical reasons it is impossible to 
organize certain events or disciplines 
of a sport in the country of the host 
city, the IOC may, on an exceptional 
basis, authorize the holding of these 
in a bordering country.” 

Samaranch stressed that the Win- 
ter Games will continue to include 
only those sports practiced on snow 
and ice. There have been suggestions 
that some indoor sports played during 
the Summer Olympics should be 
moved to the Winter Games.

The new CritiealkGare Wnit-of-U tah 
Valley Regional Medical Center cele- 
brated its grand opening on Tuesday. 
The new $2.1 million regional re- 
source facility will serve Utah County 
and southern Utah. 

The Critical Care Unit replaces the 
old unit built in 1978 with three eight- 
bed rooms. The staff weleomed the 
change. 

“While the staff was well-trained 
and the equipment was good, it was 
cramped,” Clark Bishop, medical di- 
rector of critical care, said. “There 
was no privacy. We have made it a 
goal that each patient will be able to 
have their own individual room.” 

Planning and construction of the 
unit lasted two years. During con- 
struction, patients had to be relocated 
to other units. “They seemed to un- 
derstand that this was a temporary 
situation and as long as they were 
temporarily sick, they could handle 
it,” Bishop said. 

The new unit has 30 private rooms, 
an X-ray reading room, a satellite 
pharmacy which allows the pharma- 
cist to mix urgently needed medica- 
tions, a respiratory STAT lab, a 44- 
seat waiting room and state of the art 
beds which feature built-in weighing 
seales. The beds also have a translu- 
cency feature which enables X-rays

Ricks College 


puts applicants 
in ‘holding pool’

Applications to Ricks College have 
been put on hold in order to facilitate a 
“balanced and diversified student 
body,” said Steve Davis, assistant di- 
rector of Admissions and Scholar- 
ships. 

When admission reached 70 per- 
cent, the admissions office started 
placing applicants on a waiting list, a 
policy different from anything Ricks 
has done in the past. 

Previously students were admitted 
as soon as their application was ac- 
cepted, based on church activity, high 
school graduation and ACT test 
scores. 

Students were also rated on their 
ability to succeed at Ricks. As soon as 
enrollment reached capacity, admis- 
sion closed. 

The purpose of the new “holding 
pool” is to “provide an opportunity for 
people throughout the world to (go) to 
Ricks, particularly from the United 
States and Canada,” Davis said. 
“People from the northeast and 
southeast (United States) don’t have 
the opportunity to meet with our rep- 
resentatives.” 

Last year, Ricks received instruc- 
tions from the First Presidency of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints to remain an open-door- 
admissions school. 

This meant that applicants were 
admitted on a first-come, first-served 
basis. At the same time, it would in- 
crease the diversity and balance of 
the student body. 

In order to manage this process, 
Ricks’ admissions office patterned 
their holding pool after the one that 
the BYU admissions office uses. Last 
December they received permission 
from the Board of Trustees (the same 
one that governs BYU) to institute a 
holding pool. 

‘The main goal of the admissions of- 
fice is to increase the number of stu- 
dents from states other than Utah 
and Idaho. 

Davis said they don’t want to alien- 
ate students from these states, since 
they constitute a majority at the 


- school. Last year 30 percent of stu- 


dents enrolled came from Idaho, and 
14 percent came from Utah. 
Ricks simply wants to achieve “a
